In fact the business is'in Ghorough working order, and 
Mr. Bwitzer's servicers as M@uager of the Werks will be 
retained wpon terms favorable tothe Company. 

The Land consists of 544 acres, known as the Spring 
Vale Estate, some of which is ofexcellent quality. 

The Timber is of considerable yalue for Firewood, the 
situation being favorable for easy delivery. 

The operations of the Boot and Shoe Manufactory dur- 
ingihe past two years have been bighly satisfactery.

The Tani opérations only’ commenced in August 
last, and ds the tauuing procest involves a period of 
several months, the business of this Department is in its 
infancy—a very superior article is, however, beittg pro- 
duced at low -prices by an economical process, and, as 
there is no difficulty in obtalbing an abundant supply of 
Hides, the owtturn will be sufficient for the supply of 
the general demand for harness, mill belting, &c, ia 
addition to the requirements of the Boot Factory.
